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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment filed May 25, 2004. The 
amendment has been approved for entry. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 7-21 and 58-68 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious a liquid filled shock absorber having a piston rod axially 
extending between a first piston chamber and a second piston chamber, wherein a first end and a 
second end of the piston rod is connected to a first piston and a second piston respectively, and 
wherein each piston has a dampener providing for dampened axial displacement of each piston 
within its respective piston chamber. Ike et al. teaches a pneumatic spring having dual pistons 
and dual piston chambers. However, Ike et al. fails to anticipate or render obvious a liquid shock 
absorber having piston elements with dampeners. Hayashi et al. fails to anticipate or render 
obvious a shock absorber having dual pistons provided with dampening elements.
